Belied and a new provisional ministry, 
composed ol four members, is sustained 
by the bayonets ot volunteers. 


The c|iie«n attempted on Saturday, 


Jftnunry K, to promulgate a new con- 
stitution, depriving foreigners of the 
rlffht of franchise nnd abrogating the 
existing house of nobles, ato tbe 
sanio time giving her power to ap- 
point u new house. 
This was re- 


sisted by tho foreign element of tbe 
community, who at once appointed a 
committee ot safety of thirteen mem- 
bora, who called a mass-meeting ot 
their class, at which 1,200 or 1,500 were 
present 
This meeting unanimously 


adopted re Mil u lions condemning the ac- 
tion of the queen and authorising the 
committee to take into further consid- 
eration wliatevor wiis necessary to pro- 
tect public safety. 


Monday the committee of public 


eafety issued a proclamation to the 
Hatvnlian people, recount luff the his- 
torj of the islands and calling atten- 
tion to tlie misrnle of the native line 
of monarchs.

"Five uprisings o! conspirators against 


the government have occurred Trlthin 
fl-re yeara and seven month*. It I* 
firmly believed that tbe culminating 
revolutionary attempt of Saturday 
will, unless radical measures are taken, 
wreck our already damaged credit 
abroad and precipitate to final ruin tan 
already overstrained financial condi- 
tion, and guaranties of protection to 
life, liberty and property will steadily 
decrease and tho political situation la 
rapidly growing worse. In this belief, 
and also in our firm "belief that the 
action hereby taken ia and will bo for 
the best personal, political and pro* 
perty Interest of every citizen of the 
land, we, citizens and residents of the 
Hawaiian islands, organized and act- 
Ing for public safety and common good, 
hereby proclaim as follows; 


"The Bawaillanmonarchelal system 


of government is bereby abrogated. 


"A provisional govern ment for comtrol 


and management of public affair* and 
protection of public peace Is hereby es- 
tablished to exist uutU terms of union 
with the United States ot America

"Such executive and advisory coun-

ernment are hereby requested to con- 
tinue to exercise their functions and 
perlormtho duties ot their respective 
offices, excepting the following-named 
persons:

The following account of the trouble 


!» from the Hawaiian Gazette, Tues- 
day, 
January 18: 


Saturday afternoon, January 14, be- 


tween 1 and a o'clock the community 
was startled by Information that a 
coup d'etat wo* In progress, and that 
the queen was endeavoring to force ber 
cabinet to sign a new constitution, 
which she then proposed to promul- 
gate immediately to the people. The 
information wo* at first disbelieved by 
some, but it was *pcedl)y confirmed. 
Tbe political changes of the past few 
days; the renewed vote of want of con- 
fidence; the secret attempts made by 
tbe queen to secure the overthrow of 
ber ministers and her secret Interviews 
with regard to a new constitution had 
been felt by some to give a hint 
as to 
what 
was 
to 
be looked 


for in the future, and many shared 
in the f orebodlnga. On Saturday morn- 
ing rumor was busy, and it was freely 
stated that a new constitution was.to 
be promulgated In the afternoon. At a 
meeting o! the business men, held in 
tbe chamber of commerce, reference 
was mado to the possibility, but still it 
WHS not generally believed until in the 
afternoon, wlien the unexpected hap- 
pened and doubt was transformed into 
certainty. Three days before the coup 
d'etat was attempted a gentleman who 
enjoys tho confidence of tlie queen told 
one ot the members of the cabinet, who 
was then in a private station, that a 
blow was to be struck, and that the 
persons of the ministers would be se- 
cured. In anticipation that the pres- 
ent cabinet would not make any re- 
•Istenee to a revolutionary blow, tho 
precaution of resisting them was not 
taken. 


Saturday morning one of the minis- 


ters received positive information that 
» blow was to be struck that afternoon. 
Hn immediately proceeded to consult 
two prominent citizens on the coo rue 
to be taken. After a conference the 
gentlemen referred to advised the cabi- 
net to refuse to sign the constitution 
•nd to decline to resign If their resig- 
nations should be demanded. 


The prorogation of the legislature 


was the last chapter In tbe story of the 
morning. 
It went oft tamely and 


quietly enough, but those who were 
acquainted with Unreal situation felt 
that the government and nation were 
sleeping on the crest of a volcano. In 
the afternoon, immediately after tha 
bouse had been prorogued, Hni Kal- 
atalna marched over to tho palace and 
presented a new constitution to the 
queen, with a petition that the same be 
promulgated to the people a4 the fun- 
damental law of the land The mat- 
ter of the new constitution and petition 
lad been prearranged and it Is stated 
lhatits promulgation had been prom- 
rted two weeks previously, and a mem- 
)or from Lanalna, William White, had 
>eeu actively working up tbe move- 
neni A large crowd ot Hawaiians 
had gathered around the palace gates 
and in the grounds near a flight of 
steps,-and natives were also gathered in 
orge groups in the government bnlld- 
ng yard and elsewhere In the neigh- 
borhood. 


The queen retired to the blue room 


and lummoned tbe ministers. 
She 


was seated at a table, dressed in a 
magnificent morning costume with a 
sparkling coronet of diamonds. When 
the ministers appeared she at once 
presented then with a draft of the 
new constitution, demanded their Big- 
natures and declared her intention to 
promulgate the same at once, 


Attorney-General Peterson and Min- 


ister ot the Interior Coburn refused to 
sign, and Minister] Cornwell 
and 


Parker, though 
more hesitatingly, 


loined their colleagues in their refusal, 


All the cabinet now advised and 


•ven strongly urged her majesty not to 
violate the law, but she was not to be 
dissuaded 
from 
her revolutionary 


course. 


Bringing her clinched hand down 


npon the tiible, Quean Ulloukalaul 
satd: "Gentlemen, I do not wish to 
hear any more advice. J intend to 
promulfftite this constitution, and to do 
it now." 


Proceeding, she told the cabinet that 


unless they abandoned their resistance 
at once she would go out upon the 
steps of the palace and tell the excited 
crowd there assembled that she wished 
to give them a now constitution, but 
that the ministers were inside-the pal- 
ace hindering her from doing It. 


Tbe ministers remembered the riot at 


the courthouse and tha late of the un- 
luoky representatives who fell into tbe 
hands of the mob. They knew what 
the throat meant, and before it could 
be put into execution they fled for 
their lives. 


From the government building the 


ministers Immediately sent word about 
town, asking1 w hat support the cabinet 
Could expact in its resistance to the rev- 
olution ary movement begun by the 
queen. The leading citizens of every 
political complexion hurried together 
at Eon. W. O. Smith's office, and, white 
their numbers were every instant aug- 
mented by fresh accessions, hehl hur- 
ried consultation us to tbe course to be 
pursued. 
There was but one mind 


among nil those gathered together— 
tradesmen, lawyers, mechanics, mer- 
chants. Unanimity of sentiment oc- 
curred such as bas not been witnessed 
for years, and it was agreed without a 
dissenting voice that it was the duty of 
every citizen, without distinction of 
party, to support tbe law and liberties 
of the people and to resist the revolu- 
tionary encroachments ot the queen. 
Messages to thtr- effuct were at once 
dispatched to the cabinet. 


The ministers now revisited 
the 


palace, notwithout apprehensiontbat 
they would be takxn Into custody, even 
II they suffered no bodily harm. Great 
pressure had been brought to bear 
upon her majesty to induce ber to go 
no further and to retrace the revolu- 
tionary steps she bad already taken, 


While her troops stood drawn up be- 


fore the palace, waiting far the final 
wont <tt command, tbe queen hesi- 
tated.

Under the constitution exist- 
ing befote 1887, the sovereign appointed 
the house ol nobles, which composed 
one-half of the legislative body. The 
other halt was elected by a popular 
vote. The constitution ot 1SS7 made 
the honsa of nobles elective, bat the 
franchise was restricted by wha,t was 
known as a property and income qnali- 
fication, the result of which was to 
make1 that half ol (he legislative body 
to consist of Americans and Eu- 
ropean* 
They 
virtually 
repre- 


sented the commercial interests of 
Hawaii, and were consequently a safe- 
guard which prevented legislation In- 
imical to commercial welfare. As the 
constitution d«priv«dm»ny of the na- 
tive Hawaiian* of the right ot fran- 
chise, and limited the power of tbe 
reigning sovereign, thn natives bare 
been led to believe that their only se- 
curity would he a restoration of the 
old regime. The queen has been led 
into the belief that if she embraced 
the 
canse- 
of 
the 
Hawaiians 


she would receive a sufficient support 
to warrant her In promulgating the 
new constitution. 


Then then is another fact that 


caused her to precipitate matters. The 
question of annexation has teen brew- 
lug for some time, but It WBI under- 
•tood th»t the qusstion could not be 
considered so long a* a monarchy ex- 
isted in Hawaii. Bence It was abso- 
lutely necessarj that she b» deposed, 


"Last, and a very Important factor," 


continued Admiral Brown, "to be con- 
sider** by the people ot Hawaii, wo* 
tbe probable lutur* reign of the Prin- 
cess Klnlanl. Sb*l»the niece of the 
late Kalslraua, and Is now being edu- 
cated and fitted for her duties In Bn- 
(rland as the heir apparent to tbe 
throne. With her English Ideal and 
teaching* the people would h*Te no 
sympathy, and had not the revolution 
come now, It would h»T» been certain 
under the rule ot flw prince**." 
"Son were jwraonally acquainted 


with the queen, were jro* not7"woa 
MkedoJUu admiral. 


•Oh, yes, Indeed." he replied. "I 


have known the queen for many years. 
Socially she is ft moat delightful 
woman. She wa» far superior in Intel- 
lect to her brother. A graduate at the 
rojal school, aha was accomplished In 
all the arta. She is a superb musician 
and, In fact, a woman of superior 1*1- 
ant*. UvBclf md Hi*. Brown owe 
mneb to the qn«en tor many giewant 
entertainments arranged fern*. How-

The Situation In Hawaii, by One Who

SAN FBASCISCO, Jan. 39.—At 9 o'clock 


yesterday morning the steamer Clau- 
dino arrived at this port from the Ha- 
waiian islands bringing Important news 
of a revolution in that kingdom. 


A provisional government has been 


established by an upriamf? of the peo« 
pic; Queen Lllioutcalanl has been de- 
posed from power; monarchy has been 
abrogratod; the government buildings 
solved and a new provisional ministry, 
composed of four members, is sustained 
by the bayonets of volunteers. 


The queen attempted on Saturday) 


January IB, to promulgate a new cor* 
stitutiou, depriving foreigners of the 
right of franchise and abrogating; the 
existing house- of nobles, ato the 
same time giving her power to ap- 
point a new house. 
This was re- 


sisted by the foreign element of the 
community, who at once appointed a 
committee of safety of thirteen mem- 
bora, who called a mass-meeting of 
their class, at which l.BOO or 1,500 were 
present 
This meeting unanimously 


adopted resolutions condemning the ac- 
tion of the queen and authorizing the 
committee to take into further consid- 
eration whatever v»as necessary to pro- 
tect public eafoty. 


Monday the committee of public 


safety issued a proclamation to the 
Hawaiian people, recounting the his- 
tory of the islands and calling atten- 
tion to the misrule of the native line 
of monarchy. 
Tho 
manifesto con- 


tinues: 


"Upon the accession of her majesty, 


Lilioukalant. for a brief period the 
hope prevailed that a., new policy 
would bo adopted. This hope was 
soon blasted by her immediately en- 
tering into a conflict witlx the existing 
cabinet, who held office with the ap- 
proval of a larjje majority of the legis- 
lature, 
resulting 
in 
the 
tri- 


umph of Queen 
Lilioukalani and 


bhe 
icmoval 
of 
the 
cabinet. 


The appointment 
of 
new cabinet 


subservient to her wishes and their 
continuance in onicc until a recent date 
gave no opportunity for the further In- 
dication of the policy which would be 
pursued by her majesty until the open- 
ng of the legislature in May of 1868, 
The recent history of that session has 
shown stubborn determination on the 
part of her majesty to follow the tac- 
tics of her late brother and in all possi- 
ble ways to secure extension of tha 
royal prerogatives and to abridge th« 
popular rights. 


Five uprisings of conspirators against 


the government have occurred within 
Qve years and seven months. II ia 
firmly believed that the culminating 
revolutionary attempt of Saturday 
will, unless radical measures are taken, 
wreck our already 
damaged credit 


abroad and preplpl tate to final ruin our 
already overstrained financial condl* 
tion, and guaranties of protection to 
life, liberty and property will steadily 
decrease and the political eituation is 
rapidly growing worse. In this belief, 
and also in our firm belle! that the 
action hereby taken is and will bo for 
the best personal, political and pro- 
perty interest of every citizen of the 
land, we, citizens and residents of the 
Hawaiian islands, organized and act- 
Ing for public safety and common good, 
hereby proclaim as follows: 


"The Hawailian monarchcial system 


of government is hereby abrogated. 


"A provisional government for control 


and management of public affairs and 
protection of publlo peace Is hereby es- 
tablished to exist until terms of union 
with the United States of America 
have been negotiated and agreed upon, 


'Such provisional government shall 


consist of an executive council of four 
members, who are hereby declared to 
be S. B. Dole, J. A, King, P, C. Jones 
and W. O. Smith, who shall adminis- 
ter the government of the islands, the 
first-named acting as president and 
chairman of such consul and adminis- 
tering the department of foreign af- 
lairs, and the others severally admin- 
istering the departments of the in- 
terior, llnance and attorney general, re- 
spectively, In the order in which enu- 
merated, according to the existing 
Hawaiian laws as far as may be con- 
sistent with this proclamation; and 
also of an advisory council, who ahall 
consist of fourteen members, who are 
hereby declared to be S. D. Damon, A, 
Brown, I/. A. Thurston, J. F. Morgan, 
J. Bmmelmuth, H. Waterhouse, J. A. 
McCandles, E. D. Tenney, F. W. Me- 
Chesney, F. Wilhelm, W. R. Castle, W. 
G. Ashley, W. C. Wilder and C. Boite. 
Euch advisory council shall also have 
general legislative authority. 


"Such executive and advisory coun- 


cils shall, acting jointly, have power to 
remove any member of either council 
and to fill such, or any other vacancy. 


"AH officers under the existing gov- 


ernment are hereby requested to con- 
tinue to exercise their functions and 
perform the duties of their respective 
offices, excepting the following-named 
persons: 


"Queen Lilloukalani, Charles B. 'Wil- 


son, marshal; Samuel Parker, minister 
of foreign affairs; W. H. Cornwall, 
minister of finance; John F. Colburn, 
minister of tha interior; Arthur P. 
Peterson, attorney general—who are 
hereby removed from office. 


"All Hawaiian laws and constitutional 


principles not inconsistent herewith 
shall continue in force until further 


order of the executive and advisory 
councils.

The late queen and cabinet accord- 


ingly yielded unconditionally. 


The following account of the trouble 


Is from the Hawaiian Gazette, Tues- 
day, January IB: 


Saturday afternoon, January 14, be- 


tween 1 and 3 o'clock the community 
was startled by information that a 
coup d'etat was in progress, and that 
the queen was endeavoring to force her 
cabinet to sign a new constitution, 
which she then proposed to promul- 
gate immediately to the people. The 
information was at first disbelieved by 
some, but it was speedily confirmed. 
The political changes of the past few 
days; the renewed vote of want of con- 
fidence; tha secret attempts made by 
the queen to secure the overthrow of 
her ministers and her secret interviews 
with regard to a new constitution had 
been felt by some to give a hint 
as to 
what 
was to 
be looked 


for in the future, and many shared 
in the forebodings. On Saturday morn- 
ing rumor was busy, and it was freely 
stated that a new constitution was. to 
be promulgated in the afternoon. At a 
meeting of the business men, held in 
the chamber of commerce, reference 
was made to the possibility, but still it 
was not generally believed until in the 
afternoon, when the unexpected hap- 
pened and doubt was transformed into 
certainty. Three days before the coup 
d'etat was attempted a. gentleman who 
enjoys tho confidence of the queen told 
one of the members of the cabinet, who 
was then in a private station, that a 
blow was to be struck, and that the 
persons of the ministers would be se- 
cured. In anticipation that the pres- 
ent cabinet would not make any re- 
Blstence to a revolutionary blow, the 
precaution of resisting them was not 
taken. 


Saturday morning one of the minis- 


ters received positive information that 
a blow was to be struck that afternoon. 
He immediately proceeded to consult 
two prominent citizens on the course 
to be taken. After a conference the 
gentlemen referred to advised the cabi- 
net to refuse to sign the constitution 
and to decline to resign If their resig- 
nations should be demanded. 


The prorogation of the legislature 


was the last chapter in the story of the 
morning. 
It went off tamely and 


quietly enough, but those who were 
acquainted with tho^rcal situation felt 
that the government and nation were 
deeping on the crest of a volcano. In 
the afternoon, immediately after the 
louse had been prorogued, Hui Kal- 
aiaina marched over to the palace and 
presented a new constitution to the 


en, with a petition that the same be 


promulgated to the people as the fun- 
damental law of the land. The mat- 
ter of the new constitution and petition 
md been prearranged and it is stated 
;hat its promulgation had been prom- 
sed two weeks previously, and a mem- 
ser from Lanatna, William White, had 
been actively working up the move- 
ment. A large crowd of Hawaiians 
iad gathered around the palace gates 
and In the grounds near a flight of 
steps,-and natives were also gathered in 
"large groups in the government build- 
ing yard and elsewhere in the neigh- 
borhood. 


The queen retired to the blue room 


and summoned the ministers. 
She 


was seated at a table, dressed in a 
magnificent morning costuma with a 
sparkling coronet of diamonds. When 
;he ministers appeared she at once 
iresented them with a draft of the 
new constitution, demanded their sig- 
natures and declared her intention to 
promulgate the same at once. 


Attorney-General Peterson and Min- 


ster of the Interior Coburn refused to 
sign, and Ministers Cornwell 
and 


farker, though more 
hesitatingly, 


ioined their colleagues in their refusal. 


All the cabinet now advised and 


even strongly urged her majesty not to 
violate the law, but she was not to be 
dissuaded 
from 
her 
revolutionary 


course. 


Bringing her clinched hand down 


upon the table, Queen Lilioukalani 
said: "Gentlemen, I do not wish to 
lear any more advice. I intend to 
iromulgate this constitution, and to do 
it now." 


Proceeding, she told the cabinet that 


unless they abandoned their resistance 
at once she would go out upon the 
steps of the palace and tell the excited 
crowd there assembled that she wished 
to give them a new constitution, but 
that the ministers were inside 'the pal- 
ace hindering her from doing it. 


The ministers remembered the riot at 


the courthouse and the fate of tlie un- 
lucky representatives who fell into the 
hands of tho mob. They knew what 
the threat meant, and before it could 
be put into execution they fled for 
their lives. 


From the government building the 


ministers immediately sent word about 
town, asking what support the cabinet 
could expect in its resistance to the rev- 
olutionary movement begun by the 
queen. The leading citizens of every 
political complexion hurried together 
at Hon. W. O. Smith's office, and, while 
their numbers were every instant aug- 
mented by fresh accessions, held hur- 
ried consultation as to the course to be 
pursued. 
There was but one mind 


among all those gathered together- 
tradesmen, lawyers, mechanics, mer- 
chants. Unanimity of sentiment oc- 
curred such as has not been witnessed 
for years, and it was agreed without a 
dissenting voice that it was the duty of 
every citizen, without distinction of 
party, to support the law and liberties 
of the people and to resist the revolu- 
tionary encroachments of the queen. 
Messages to thip effect were at once 
dispatched to the cabinet. 


The ministers now revisited 
the 


palace, not without apprehension that 
they would be taken into custody, even 
if they suffered no bodily harm. Great 
pressure had been brought to bear 
upon her majesty to induce her to go 
no further and to retrace the revolu- 
tionary steps she had already taken. 


While her troops stood drawn up be- 


fore the palace, waiting for the final 
word of command, the queen hesi- 
tated. The second conference in tha

Tt was at this juncture that the com- 


mittee of public safety was formed, 
and shortly afterward troops were 
landed f tram the United States war ship 
Boston. The armed uprising of citi- 
zens and the proclamation of a provi- 
sional government followed. 


The ex-queen, seeing resistance was 


hopeless, retired to her private resi- 
dence, where a guard was stationed by 
the new government. There was no 
bloodshed. 


About 6 o'clock in the afternoon the 


United States steamer Boston landed 
ibout 300 men. Each man had two 
belts of cartridges around his waist 
and was armed with a rifle. The men 
marched to the office of the consul gen- 
eral of the United States, where a halt 
was made. The marines were detached 
and sent to the American legation on 
Nuuana avenue, while the sailors 
marched out along Merchant street 
with two Catling-guns and made a halt 
n front of J. A. Hopper's residence. 
About sundown they moved to the 
grounds of J. B. Atherton, and after a 
itay of several hours returned to Arion 
hall, where they camped over night. 
The Situation In Hawaii, br Oae Who 
Has Been There. 


IITOIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 30 —Acting 


Bear-Admiral Brown returned a week 
ago from command of the Pacific squad- 
ron. He has been much at Honolulu, 
,nd is thoroughly familiar with the af- 
rairs of the islands. In speaking of the 
,urn affairs have taken, he said to the 
United Press to-day: 


"Oh, I'm not surprised that the queen 


ias been called down from the throne 
and practically retired. She is an ob- 
tinale, stubborn women, self-willed 
and unpopular, and that the uprising 
has come about was not to me unex- 
pected. This act of the people was in- 
evitable." 


"How did this trouble originate?" 
"The present constitution, adopted 


In 18W, was founded by the late King 
Kalakaua, although it deprived the 
reigning sovereijra of much of his 
lower. Under the constitution exist- 
ng before 1887, the sovereign appointed 
;he house of nobles, which composed 
one-half of the legislative body. The 
other half was elected by a popular 
vote. The constitution of 188? made 
the house of nobles elective, but the 
Franchise was restricted by what was 
tnown as a property and Income quali- 
fication, the result of which was to 
make'that half of the legislative body 
bo consist of 
Americans and Eu- 


•opeans. 
They 
virtually 
repre- 


sented the commercial Interests of 
Hawaii, and were consequently a safe- 
guard which prevented legislation In- 
imical to commercial welfare. 
As the 


constitution deprived many of the na- 
tive Hawaiians of the right of fran- 
chise, and limited the power of the 
reigning sovereign, thn natives have 
been led to believe that then- only se- 
curity would be a restoration of the 
old regime. The queen has been led 
into the belief that if she embraced 
the 
cause 
of 
the 
Hawaiians 


she would receive a sufficient support 
to warrant her in promulgating the 
new constitution. 


'Then there is another fact that 


caused her to precipitate matters. The 
question of annexation has been brew- 
Ing for some time, but It was under- 
stood that the question could not be 
considered so long as a monarchy ex- 
isted in Hawaii Hence it was abso- 
lutely necessary that sho be deposed. 


'Last, and a very important factor," 


continued Admiral Brown, "to be con- 
sidered by the people of Hawaii, was 
the probable future reign of the Prin- 
cess Kiulani. Sh* is the niece of the 
late Kalakaua, and is now being edu- 
cated and fitted for her duties in En- 
gland as the heir apparent to the 
throne. With her English Ideas and 
teachings the people would have no 
sympathy, and had Dot the revolution 
come now, it would have been certain 
under the rule of (he princess." 


•Sou were personally acquainted 


with the queen, wen yo« not?" wa* 
asked of the admiral. 


"Oh, yes, indeed," he replied. "I 


have known the queen for many years. 
Socially she is a most delightful 
woman. She was far superior in intel- 
lect to her brother. A graduate of the 
royal school, she was accomplished in 
all the arts. She is •> superb musician 
and, in fact, a woman, of superior tal- 
ents. 
Myself and Mrs. Brown owe 


much to the queen for many pleasant 
entertainments arranged for us. How- 
ever, as a dictator aha had not the re- 
spect of her subjects, and I remember 
of warning her once as to the ultimate 
result of her mistaken manner of con- 
ducting the kingdom." -

"No, I do not Nor do I think an 


luxation is possible. On the island 
•re employed some 40,000 contract la 
borers, and this alone would prove an 
insurmountable obstacle, because this 
state of affairs would be directly con 
trary to the United States constitution. 
I am inclined to the idea that an agree- 
ment will be made by which the islands 
will come under our protection, but no 
be a part of us. 


"There is not the slightest cause for 


alarm over the recent overthrow of the 
government. The business interests 
are perfectly safe. I know tho men 
who are at the head of tho new govern 
ment, and they are cool-headed men 
Gen. Doyle, one of the four appointed to 
the new provisional cabinet, I j my par 
ticular friend and a man of sterling 
moral worth. 


"As to the United States navy a 


Hawaii, the ship Boston is there, anc 
she Is all that is needed. My successor 
Admiral Skerrett, is about sailing from 
San Francisco and the Alliance is on 
her way from Samoa to Honolulu 
The native element down there Is do- 
cile and not inclined to cause trouble. 
Yes, the new government will stand 
but the reign of the beautiful, but 
misguided Queen Lilloukalani is over. 


The Hawaiian Oommliilcmsri En Bout

SAN FBANOISCO, Jan. 2».—The com- 


missioners from the provisional govern- 
ment of Hawaii went to the Occidental 
hotel this morning. They expect to 
start for Washington to-morrow night. 
The commission is composed of Lorin 
Thurston, W. C. Wilder, C. L. Carter, 
William C. Castle and J. Marsden. 


"The five men go on to Washington 


to-morrow night," said Mr. Carter in 
conversation with a United Press re 
porter. 


"What are your instructions?" 
"Well, I cannot say, but we are going

"Oo what terms do yon wish to enter 


the union?'* 


'We would rather not come in as a 


state. What we most desire is a ter- 
ritorial connection with the United 
States. We would like a ".ommiasion 
and a governorappointed by the presi- 
dent or local government having the 
same features of both those of Utah 
and the District of Columbia." 


"Don't you desire congressional rep- 


resentation?" 


"We would desire a voice in the na- 


tional councils, but would not ask a 
vote in congress, preferring to adopt 
the same system as exists in your ter- 
ritories." i 


"But would not you prefer statehood 


to territorial connection?" 


\fou see the white element in Ha- 


waii is in a hopeless minority, nu- 
merically. 
The native vote is any- 


thing but an intelligent one, and we 
lave concluded that the less balloting 
there is the better it will be for tho 
citizens. In brief we think it wise to 
;ake the direct government of Hawaii 
out of the hands of residents, which 
means we don't wish to be subjected to 
the ignorant Kanaka." 


"Is the commission empowered to 


conclude a definite scheme of annexa- 
tion, Mr. Carter?" 


'No; the commission will confer with 


the Washington officials, and will sug- 
gest our plan as I have outlined it 
The result of the conference will be re- 
sorted to the provisional government 
it Honolulu before any definite action 
s taken." 


"What is the attitude of foreign resi- 


dents of the islands?" 


"Almost all support the provisional 


government. The Germans desire an- 
nexation, as do many of the English. 
All of the foreigners except the British 
and the Japanese have acknowledged 
ihenew government, and they may 
lave done so since our departure, the 
I9th inst" 


"Will not Great Britain oppose an- 


nexation to the United States?" 


"She will probably enter a protest, 


rat I doubt if there will be any vigor- 
ous opposition. I think the British 
government has recognized that our in- 
evitable destiny is annexation with the 
United States. Great 
Britain has 


practically abandoned Honolulu as a 
itragetic point, and has not used the 
slands as a station for three years." 


What will be the attitude of 


Prance?" 


"Well, you know, tho French are 


gaining possession of all the South sea 
slands which they can occupy, and 
would unquestionably like the Ha- 
waiian also. They will hardly object 
to the Inevitable, though." 
Thi Annexation ol the N«w Hawaiian 
Republic Not Probable. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—An interview 


Between Secretary of State Foster and 
Jr. Mott Smith, the Hawaiian minis- 
ter, continued for some time in the 
diplomatic room of the state depart- 
ment.

Accidental Shooting at tto BmeJl- 


wood Apartment House. 


Miss Lottie Wauohop, who shot herself 


accidentally in the left arm at the J.t 
fanallwood apartment house/oomer ot 
ffeat North and .OhurohJ street*, Satur- 
day, is getting along reasonably well to- 
day. Mr. Smallwood was seen in hi* 
parlor by the REPUBLICAN reporter, i 
neetioned as to the particulars of the 
affair. He said that Miss Lot tie.who la the 
aperintendent of the house and ha* 
barge ot all the rooms, with two or three 
girls te help her, had shot herself .while 
n s room on the upper floor handling 
a self-acting 82-o«libre revolver. She 
was in the act of putting it away when 
t was discharged, the ball entering her 
eft arm between the elbow joint and the 
boulder. tMr, Smallwood was down 
lairs .at the time, and just before the 
accident Lottie and the girl* were romp- 
ing and laughing in the hall. Lottie 
•lied for assistance, and Mr. Smallwood 
ialled in physicians. Drs. W. J. and Oass 
Ohenoweth and Dr. WillJBames were 
he surgeons who dressed the wound and 
rot the arm in splints. It will take several 
ays to determine the probable result ot 
he injury. The bullet struck the bone 
ncl splintered it. Several pieces were 
aken out. It is believed that should the 
arm be saved it will be shorter than the 
rther. 
Miss Wauohop has made no 


tatement aboutlthe mishap except to 
Mr. Smallwood. She told him that the 
pistol waa discharged accidentally, The 
reporter has been unable to interview 
her because it was said she had a high 
ever. In a day or two she may be able 
to giver for publication a'.fnll account of 
oat bow the mishap ..occurred. Mies 
jottie is 22 years of age and quite a 
andsome yonng woman. It has been 
nggested that the shooting was an at- 
empt at suicide. Mr. Smallwood says 
here is nothing in tbe story, tor Lottie 
•as happy and contented, and to far as 
nybody knows had no cause to kill her- 
elf or make the attempt to do so. Her 
arents do not reside in Deoatnr. They 
eft the city last summer for the west.
